The Key Wu*t Gazetln, speaking of thn in 


security of tho prison on tlmt Island, relates 
the following strange atory : 


" Some years jipo, n seamen by the nnmo 


of Shurwood, ni-uidentally shot u ship-mntu 
on u fourth of July, and was placed in this 
jnil to nwnit lu.s trial. The main door hnd no 
lock or bolt, nnd Sherwood roiimed abroad 
when he pleased, but made it n point of hon- 
or to keep in thu pmon. His friends vainly 
urged him to go oil'; and the juilor finally 
getting tired of buin^ bored, swore that he 
would have lo go, for he could not feud him 
any longer, as ho did not beliuvo him guilty. 
Sherwood begged html to remiiin, nnd prom- 
ised to work for tlio jnilor to pay his board. 
Upon these terms hu was suflurud lo remain 
In prison, working duily for his keeper until 
his trial came on, and ha was finally hung.— 
Hero was an honest Key West criminal; ho 
did not deem himself guilty, but was perfectly 
willing to be hung, if the community desired 
it. Ho tun* hung; and as no other one IIIIB 
over applied for capital punii/itncnt \\eto since, 
none has been iniliutcd." 


Mr H. Moody, of Winchester, relates the 


following story connected with the Winches- 
ter county jnil : 


" About tho middle of the last century, a 


man who had care of some horses in Win- 
chester took one, according to thu custom 
at' the day, to water at the town por.d. There 
ho met another man who had brought some 
cows to water. A dispute ensued between 
thorn, and in the heat of thu excitement, tho 
I'orinur hnd recourse to a prang which ho hnd 
brought with him, and stabbed his antngoniit 
in the face, and killed him. For this offense 
Im was committed, tried, found guilty of wil- 
ful murder, nnd sentenced to be executed. 


Thero might liavo been porno mitigatory 


circumstances in the cnsc, which, at this pe- 
riod would probably reduce the crime to 
nmniliui;;litur, and, oven in those (liiys when 
the laws'were prodignl of life, obtain for him 
n ruspito beyond the twenty-four hours nllot- 
tod to n murderer, lie wns sent buck to 
prison, while it may bo supposed the casu was 
lubmitled to the twelve ' judges; but dnys, 
months, and years rolled awny without his re- 
ceiving a pardon, reprieve, or order • for exe- 
cution. It wns generally believed tlmt no 
more would be heard of it. Tho governor, 
ilso, was of thu same opinion, nnd ns he hnd 
long known the unhappy man, employed him 
Irst to wait on the debtors, then to go on er- 
rands into the town, and at length gave him 
thu charge of his horse. 


Tlio man's conduct was orderly 5 ho did not 


once uttenipt to'escape, and'bo wn» .every 
night locked in his cull, like any other pris- 
oner. One day he wns sent with' (ho Gov- 
ernor's horse lo Cruwluy, a distance of fivu 
miles, and, upon his return, was immediately 
>rdurcd lo -prison wliero his almost broken 
leartod muster and keeper communicated to 
lim (ho fatal intelligence that the warrant, 
from the office of tho secretary of Slate had 
arrived, commanding his immediate execution, 
which actually took place on the following dny. 
It appears that after tbe sentence of the judge 
iml been confirmed, and the warrant duly sign- 
ed it was misplaced with other papers, in the 
secretary of Stute'd office,* was only brought 
to light in n change of the occupant, > who, 
rinding it filled up, nt once forwarded it to 
the sheriff of tho county ^English paper."
